The Californians have 
had considerable experience with Chi- 
nese labor, and may, therefore, be 
supposed to speak understandingly: 


‘The Chinese may help them, but 
not as coolies. If the Chinese are per- 
mitted to find their way to those dis- 
tricts where they are most wanted, 
and are subjected to no restrictions 
greater than that moral force which 
always controls such races, they will 
benefit the communities in which they 
work. But they must be left free to 
follow the path in which their inclina- 
tions and interests lead them, and 
there must be no seeking for legisla- 
tion to enforce contracts made in 
China. At present, as we have before 
observed, there is really no danger 
from the making of contracts in their 
native land, because those contracts 
are not worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on, as valid and binding instru- 
ments. Mr. Koopmanschap may en- 
gage a hundred thousand coolies in 
China, and contract with them for 
five years’ work at twelve dollars per 
month. But just as soon as these 
coolies land in the United States, they 
are free to break their contract and to 
engage with whomsoever they please, 
at whatever wages may offer. On 
these terms, but upon no others, can 
the Southern people secure Chinese 
labor, and it is well that they should 
know it before they put any money 
into the enterprise. Nothing but free 
labor will be suffered in this country, 
and every kind of free labor must be 
accorded equal rights. That is the 
spirit of the age, and the Democracy 
of California may make a note of it.”

Sign them with full name, and request that 
answers be directed accordingly. 

3. Letters sent to strangers or transient vis- 
itors in town or oity, whose special address 
may be unknown, should be marked on the 
lower left hand corner with the word “ Tran- 
sient.’’ 

4. Place the postage stamp on the upper 
right hand corner, and leave space between 
the stamp and direction for pest marking, 
without interfering with the writing. 

N.B.—A request for the return of a letter to

Parties now renting Boxes, or receiving 
their mail matter through the General Delivy- 
ery, can receive their mails at their resi- 
dences or places of business, regularly and 
without risk, by the Carrier system of Free 
Delivery. An order to this effect left at the 


tention. 

The advantage of the Free Delivery system 
cannot be too highly estimated. It is more 
regular, more secure, and more convenient 
than the box system. Many letters pass 
through the mails, reach this city, and are 
deposited inthe boxes safely, but because of 
a divided responsibility, fail to reach the firm 
or family addressed. 

The Carriers are allsworn toa faithful per- 
formance of service, and are under heavy 
bonds for an honest discharge of duty. 

If the business community could be In- 
duced to cease sending boys to the Pastoffice 
for their mail matter, and accept the means 
provided by the Department for a safe deliv- 
ery of letters through responsible carriers, a 
great evil would be corrected, and many 
losses (now occurring) prevented. 

Valuable Letters should be carried to the 
Postoffice and registered. If money is to be 
remitted, a Postal Money Order should be ob- 
tained. If upon points where there is no 
money order office, then the letter should be 
registered. Money should never be enclosed 
inan ordinary letter,

CHINESE IMMIGRATION. | 


Meeting at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Last Night. 


In response to a call published in the 
city papers, a goodly number of res- 
table citizens assembled at the 
‘hamber of Commerce last night for 
the purpose of considering the subject 
of Chinese immigration, and hearing 
an address upon it from Gen. Gideon 
J. Pillow. About half-past 8 o’elock 
meeting was called to order by 
Mr. Cherry, President of the Chamber 
of Commerce, who suggested Mr. Ap- 
person for Chairman, which was unan- 
imously adopted. 
On taking the chair Mr. Apperson 
briefly stated the objects of the meet- 
ing and invited Gen. Pillow to the 
stand. 
The gentleman responded, and pro- 
ceeded to deliver an address replete 
with information, good sense and 
practical experience. He sketched 
the growth of Memphis, with which 
he has been familiar ever since 1821. 
Iie showed how much and to what ex- 
tent she was indebted to cotton for her 
expansion and present grand propor- 
tions, and assured his hearers that un- 
less we had more labor, and such as 
China offered, we stand still and retro- 
grade as fast or faster than wegrew. 
Asa planter he had felt the want of 
such reliable and skilled labor. as it 
was proposed to introduce from China. 
In testing the experiment of freed la- 
bor he had sunk quite $100,000, and 
was satisfied it would~not do. He 
had personally, patiently, faithfully 
and energetically tried his hand at 
planting with freedmen, and was 
compelled to eonfess it was a fail 
ure. He was, ‘therefore, able to 
appreciate this Chinese immi- 
gration moyement. The character 
of the Chinese was well established 
for capacity for instruction. He 
wanted to see them here and desired 
to see the bankers, wealthy insurance 
men and merchants of our city to 
take a hand and leading partin bring- 
ing them to our section. 
Memphis was built up by cotton. If 
instead of receiving as now 250,000 


500,000, a new era would dawn upon 
her. Our every interest depended 
‘upon cotton. Had nothing occurred 
to mar its progress the Mississippi 


Valley, at the rate of progress 
that characterized it before 
the war, would to-day be the 


richest portion of, and Memphis the 
fifth city in the United States. What 
has reduced Memphis, broken up her 
interests, lost to her her trade, the 
failure of the cotton crop since the war 


1860. In losing cotton, Memphis lost 
the best of her life, the life-giving 
elixer. We must have cotton to live, 
and we must have the iabor to pro- 
duce it. Without labor the country 
yresent labor had been tested. We 
production of cotton, and the speaker 
believed it would decline unless new, 
cheap and intelligent labor was in- 
troduced. 
the cleared land was cultivated, the 
buaunee is growing up in weeds, in 
cotton-wood and brambles. On the 
abandoned plantations the negroes 
were congregated in numbers more by

Morgan, of Nashyille, a gentleman 
well Known to our people, informed 
him that he had fetters of inquiry 
upon the subject from northern manu- 
facturers, who, feeling the want of 
more cotton, were willing to facilitate 
our movement for more labor. He 
did not think the Government. would 
oppose this movement. He believed 
the President, if properly informed 
upon the subject and = = what 
we contemplated would ap- 
prove of it and be far froin 
throwing obstacles in the way, He 
believed Grant was a patriot, had 
known him in the army and was sat- 
istied he desired to do right; believed 
he would act up to the convictions of 
a majority of the intelligence of the 
North. Our treaty with China gives 
the Chinese who come here rights of 
citizenship and that they would he 
protected. - Congressional pro- 
hibit the introduction of coolie labor, 
not the independent im@igrants it is 
our design to help here. One hun- 
dred thousand such would revolution- 
ize the South and induce an unwonted 
rosperity, The General here read a 
ong and interesting letter from a cor- 
rospondent of the Cincinnati Gazeffe 
upon the conclusion of which he urged 
subscriptions to the Immigration Aid 
Society projected and set on foot by 
the late Chinese Labor Convention.
